It may be interesting, at this time, 
while the attention of the world is 
centered upon the problem of mi¬ 
norities in other sections to consider 
the number of persons of various 
nationalities or racial stock that re¬ 
side in the United States. Here is 
the list: 

Germans—6,800,000; Italians, 4,- 
500,000; British, 4,300,000; Polish, 
3.300,000; Canadians, 3,300,000; Scan¬ 
dinavians, 3,100,000; Irish, 3,100,000; 
Russians, 2,600,000; Mexicans, 1,400- 
GOO; Czechs, 1,200,000; Austrians, 
900,000; Hungarians, 608,000; French, 
500,000; other nationalities, 3,900,000. 

It is worth pointing out that about 
2,000,000 potential voters are - for- 
eign-born citizens of this country. 
Most of them live in the large cities 
and only one-fourth of these mi¬ 
norities live in rural or agricultural 
areas.

group are naturalized citizens of the 
United States and another one in 
every ten has taken out first natural¬ 
ization papers. 

For many years, the United States 
was the haven of a stream of immi¬ 
grants from the various countries of 
the world* Most of the immigrants 
came into this country before the 
World War. In some years the figure 
was more than a million entrants. 
Since 1929, a quota law has restrict¬ 
ed the number of immigrant aliens 
admitted to the United States in a 
year to 153,900. In the last fiscal year, 
only 68,000 came to this country. One 
of the encouraging factors of this im¬ 
migration is that all of the immi¬ 
grants came into the United States 
under their own free will.
